QUOTE: ONE OF THESE MATTERS (BEFORE THE CCD) IS THE REQUEST OF 
THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY REGARDING AGREEMENT ON A DRAFT CONVENTION 
PROHIBITING THE INFLUENCING OF THE ENVIRONMENT FOR MILITARY PUR- 
POSES. IN THE COURSE OF THE SPRING SESSION OF THE COMMITTEE A 
SIGNIFICANT INTEREST ON THE PART OF DELEGATOIONS WAS EXPRESSED 
WITH REGARD TO THIS MATTER. IN THIS REGARD QUESTIONS WERE RAISED 
BOTH OF A TECHNICAL AND OF A POLITICAL NATURE. FOR THE PURPOSE 
OF A MORE DETAILED UNDERSTANDING OF THE MATTER, ON AUGUST 4 OF 
THIS YEAR AN INFORMAL MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE IS SCHEDULED WITH 
THE PARTICIPATION OF TECHNICAL EXPERTS. BOTH DURING THE COURSE 
OF THIS MEETING AND ALSO DURING THE FORMAL MEETINGS OF THE COM- 
MITTEE WE INTEND TO PRESENT THE SOVIET UNION’S POSITION ON THIS 
MATTER. AT PRESENT WE WOULD LIKE TO EMPHASIZE ITS SIGNIFICANCE 
AND THE FACT THAT THE REQUEST OF THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY SHOULD BE
